OBSERVATION: 

WHILE ON ROUTINE PATROL IN THE 6900, BLOCK OF HOLLYWOOD 
BLVD. WE (OFFICERS) OBSERVED A MALE HISPANIC SITTING ON THE 
SIDEWALK AT 6922 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. (VIOLATION OF (41.18 (d) 
LAMC BLOCKING THE SIDEWALK). WE RECOGNIZED THE MALE 
HISPANIC FROM AN EARLIER CONTACT THIS MORNING AT 1000 HOURS 
AT THE SAME LOCATION, WHERE HE ALONG WITH A MALE BLACK, 
WERE BOTH ADVISED NOT TO BLOCK THE SIDEWALK. AT THAT TIME 
THEY COMPLIED AND LEFT THE LOCATION. 


ON THIS, CONTACT AT 1030 HOURS OFFICER ISLAS APPROACHED THE 
SAME MALE HISPANIC AND AGAIN ASKED HIM TO GET UP AND RE- 
LOCATE. ONCE THE MALE HISPANIC STOOD-UP, HE (MALE HISPANIC) 
FOR UNKNOWN REASON STRUCK OFFICER ISLAS, UNDER THE RIGHT 
ORBIT AREA WITH HIS RIGHT ELBOW. THE FORCE OF THE BLOW CAUSE 
OFFICER ISLAS TO STUMBLE BACKWARD. THE MALE HISPANIC 
(SUSPECT) FLED WEST BOUND ON HOLLYWOOD BLVD TO SOUTH 
BOUND ORANGE DR. 


OFFICER ISLAS GAVE FOOT-CHASE. I, OFFICER PATTON RETURNED TO 
THE PATROL VEHICLE AND BROADCAST THE INCIDENT TO OTHER BID 
OFFICERS ADVISING THEM OF THE SUSPECT DESCRIPTION, CLOTHING 
AND ROUTE OF TRAVEL. 


THE SUSPECT CONTINUED RUNNING SOUTH ON ORANGE DR TO WEST 
BOUND HAWTHORN AVENUE. | SAW THE SUSPECT WAS IN THE MIDDLE 
OF THE STREET BEING CHASED BY OFFICER ISLAS. AS, | CONTINUED

DRIVING, | SAW VIA MY REAR VIEW MIRROR, FOOT BEAT 4 VEHICLE 
(OFFICERS AYALA AND STERLING APPROACHING MY LOCATION. 


| DROVE AHEAD OF THE SUSPECT TO CUT-OFF HIS ROUTE OF TRAVEL. | 
TURNED MY VEHICLE IN A SOUTH DIRECTION. THE SUSPECT 
CONTINUED RUNNING. I UNDERESTIMATED THE SUSPECT FOOT-SPEED. 
AS, | ATTEMPTED TO EXIT THE VEHICLE THE SUSPECT WAS NOW AT 
THE DRIVER’S DOOR. THE SUSPECT PUSHED THE DRIVER DOOR 
CLOSED CAUSING ME TO BUMP THE SHIFT LEVER AND THE SHIFT 
DISENGAGED CAUSING MY VEHICLE TO DRIVE FORWARD INTO THE 
SOUTH CURB OF HAWTHORN AVENUE, STRIKING THE CURB AND 
HITTING A TREE. 


THE SUSPECT CONTINUED RUNNING WEST. OFFICERS AYALA AND 
STERLING APPROACHED THE SUSPECT, YELLED “GET ON THE 
GROUND”. | CAUGHT UP WITH THE SUSPECT, REMOVED MY TASER AND 
TOLD THE SUSPECT TO GET ON THE GROUND. 


THE SUSPECT LOOKED AT ME, AT WHICH TIME OFFICERS STERLING, 
AYALA AND ISLAS USING THERE COMBINE BODY WEIGHT TOOK THE 
SUSPECT TO THE GROUND. OFFICERS STERLING AND ISLAS HAD THE 
UPPER TORSO WHILE OFFICER AYALA HAD CONTROL OF THE SUSPECT 
WAIST. THE SUSPECT LANDED ON HIS RIGHT SHOULDER AND THE 
ROLLED OVER TO HIS STOMACH 


ONCE ON THE GROUND THE SUSPECT CONTINUED TO STRUGGLE BY 
TWISTING HIS BODY FROM SIDE TO SIDE. OFFICER STERLING HAD 
CONTROL OF THE SUSPECTS RIGHT ARM, OFFICER ISLAS HAD CONTROL 
OF THE SUSPECT LEFT ARM, AND OFFICER AYALA WAS CONTROLLING 
THE SUSPECT FEET TO PREVENT THE SUSPECT FROM KICKING. 


OFFICER AYALA ATTEMPTED TO HANDCUFF THE SUSPECTS LEFT 
WRIST. AS HE APPLIED THE HAND CUFF, OFFICER ISLAS RELEASED HIS 
CONTROL HOLD OF THE SUSPECTS LEFT ARM, MOVED TO THE HEAD OF 
THE SUSPECT, GRABBED THE SUSPECT HAIR, CAUSING THE SUSPECTS 
HEAD TO LEFT UP OFF THE GROUND. ONCE THE SUSPECT HEAD WAS 
OFF OF THE GROUND, OFFICER ISLAS SLAMMED THE SUSPECT HEAD 
INTO THE PAVEMENT SEVERAL TIMES. 


SEVERAL OFFICERS YELLED OUT TO OFFICER ISLAS TO STOP AND 
RELAX. | YELLED OUT JUST CUFF HIM. 


LA CITY FIRE ENGINE 41 AND PARAMEDICS 827 RESPONDED TO OUR 
LOCATION. PARAMEDICS PRIMOSCH AND RESENDEZ TREATED THE 
SUSPECT FOR A 2” INCH LACERATION ABOVE HIS RIGHT AND LEFT EYE 
LID, AND A HEMATOMA TOBIN TO THE RIGHT FOREHEAD.
